practically wiped out of existence. It was 
a place of about 3,000 people. 

Gov. Peck, whoisinthe city to-day, has 
been asked to send tents to Phillips to shelter 
the homeless women and children and he 
will comply with tbe request at once. 

Insurance men here are at a loss to ac- 
count for the complete wiping out of the 
town, as reported, because, they say, there 
is a very complete water supply and fre ap- 
paratus in the town. There is a good sized 
lake adjoining Phillips, from which water 
mains extend throughout the entire village 
and a large pump was stationed at the milis 
of the Davis Co., which was capable of 
throwing enough water to flood the town on 
hort notice. In addition, thetown owns a 
large amount ot nose and fre a pharatus, 


and the only reason for the reported com- 


pleteness of the fire, as considered by insur- 
ance men, is that the fire broke out in a bad 
Jocality and spread so rapidly that the peo- 
ple could do nothing with it. Leading in- 
gurance men estimate that the companies at 
the present time hold policies in the town of 
Phillips alone to the amount of about $250,000, 
which will, it is expected, prove nearly a 
total loss.

Foremost in the minds of the visiting 
photographers who left for their homes last 
evening, after spending four days attending 
tne convention and incidentally sampling St. 
Louis hospitality, are the recollections of 
the Dig time they had on the excursion 
Thursday. 

From all accounts this river outing was one 
ofthe most elaborate affairs of its kind ever 
gotten up by St, Louisans to entertain their 
guests. The loeal photographers chartered 
the boat, burdened it with a most toothsome 
and appetite-inspiriag array of viands and 
delicacies, which were placed on tap for the 
members of the American Photographers’ 
Association, their families and friends. It 
Was the idea of the Local Reception Com- 
mittee to buy up all the privileges on the 
boat and give their guests carte blanche to 
everything. And to use the expression ot a 
man who made the trip down on the upper 
deck of the State of Kansas: Lou couldn't 
spend any money if you wanted to.“ 

That is just what the photographers on the 
lower deck thought when they went tothe 
boat in the morning and they were very in- 
Gignant when they found they were de- 
ceived, 

Instead of giving them all the privileges, it 
seems Capt. Sims had turned over the gam- 
Dling tables toa set of sharpers, who even 
before the steamer left its landing com- 
menced to operate the chuckaluck, red and 
black and other gambling games right in the 
midst ot the astonished camera artists and 
their lady friends. 

PROTEST AGAINST THE GAMBLERS. 

When the members of the Reception Com- 
mittee saw what was up, headed 
tographer Frank Hammer, it is said, they 
went to Capt. Sims and indignantly de- 
manded to know by what right ke 
allowed these strangers to operate the 
gambling devices after he had soid all the 
privileges tothem. The master of the boat, 
It appears, told them that their arrangement 
didn't provide for the control of the tables, 
and that asthe gambiers had a season con- 
tract with him for the use of the apparatus 
Le could not and would not make them stop. 
The boat was billed to start at 10 o' clock, but 
the dispute caused itto remain at the dock 
forty minutes overtime, and its prow was 
finally pointed southward without the mat- 
ter being settled. The gamblers refused to 
stop playing, and some of the enthusiastic 
delegates, seeing the ‘‘cappers’’ putting 
up their money, thought they mightas well 
drop in too and soon the game was in full 
Diast. This movement caused a decided 
scene on board. Many ofthe prominent 
ladies and gentlemen insisted and cried out 
that it must be stopped, and, finally, as the 
boat was passing Uarondelet, Geo. Cramer, 
otherwise known as ‘‘Papa’’ Cramer, the 
President of the Cramer Dry Plate Works, 
mounted a chair and made a speech, de- 
manding that the gaming cease. 

A TIMBLY RESOLUTION. 

Then Mrs. Fitz W. Guerin Doarded 
the rostrum and suggested that if 
any member of the American Photo- 
graphers’ association play at those tables 
his F. A. A. Button be takes off his coat 
lapel, thus pronouncing him unworthy of 
membership in the organization. This 
proposition was put to a vote and carried. 
After that the members wisely refrained 
from playing the games. The red and black 
man and all others Dut the chuck-a-luck 
people closed up. This game was played by 
the cappers, however, all the way down 
to Montesano, where they left the steamer 
and did not return home thereon.

INDIGNANT PHOTOGRAPHERS.

l saw halfa dozen strange men sitting there, 
and lasked the captain who they were. I 
understood himtosay they were employes 
of the boat, and I, thinking they were clerks 
or something of the like, made no 
further inquiries. lafterwards discovered 
that these very men were the gamblers and 
their ‘cappers.’ You bet the photographers 
are indignant at the way the State of Kansas 
ople treated them and we may have some 
un out of it yet.’’ 

An effort was made to see Mr. Frank Ham. 
mer, but he could not be found. He is the 
gentieman who hired the doat, and it is said 
that he and his fellow photographers may 
take substantial revenge by refusing to pay 
for the boat.

Successfal World's Fair Exhibit- 
ors Want Them. 


Secretary Gwynn’s Strong Letter to 
Hon. John Boyd Thatcher. 


CONFERENCE TO BE HELD IN WASHING- 
TON TO TAKE ACTION. 


Mr. Gwynn, As Secretary and Treasurer 
of the National Organization ef Ex 
ecutive C ors, Says That the 
Prise Winners Are Getting Very Warm 
Overthe Delay and Something Must 
Be Done at Once. 


Mr. J. K. Gwynn, now Secretary and 
General Manager of the St. Louls Fair As- 
sociation, was the Executive Commissioner 
of the State of M‘ssouriat the World’s Fair. 
He was made Secretary and Treasurer ofthe 
National Organization of Executive Commis- 
sioners, composed efthe representatives of 
thirty-four of the States and Territories ot 
the Union at the World’s Fair. He was and 
is ex-oMclo spokesman for these States in 
anv matter affecting their mutual iaterests. 

Tiring of the dllatory action of the Com- 
mittee on Awards in distributing the medals 
and diplomas, some Gays ago Mr. Gwyna aa- 
dressed the following pointed letter to Hon. 
John Boyd Thatcher, Chairmanof the Ex- 
ecutive Committee on Awards: 


GWYNN’S LETTER.

Hon. Joan Boyd Thatcher; Chairman Erecutive 
Committee on Awards, Pacific Building, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: 


DEAR SiIB—The World's Columbian Exposition 
passed into Bistory more than eight months ages 
Phe successful competiters for medais and diplogia. 
were led to believe that these rewards of their en- 
terprise, labor and expenditure woula be forth- 
coming in ashorttime. Tu many of the exhibitors 
these testimoniais of the merits ef their exhibits 
are considerations of great value fer advertising 
purposes. But their delivery has been delayed 60 
long that their value forsueh ase has been greatiy 
impaired and will be entirely lost unless they are 
immediately available. 

Weare familiar with the difficulties that nullified 
your efforts to have the St. Gauden: design ap- 
proved. Weare also familiar with the fact that the 
modified design of St. Gaudens, submitted after 
@xasperating delay, was siso rejected. Popular 
patience, it would appear, has ceased te be a virtue 
and the executive officers ofthe several States are 
bombarded with belligerent interrogatories as to 
why they do net secure their medais. 

This state of affairs is not only embarrassing to 
the executive officers but it entails a hardship in 
the nature of an extensive correspondence aud pre- 
vents them froin completiag the formalities that 
would secure their release from farther obligatious 
im the premises te their respestive States. 

We have bees «erat: to note your earnest eu- 


 @eavorto have the medale promptly execated and 


delivered, But the feet of your having made this 
pasuccessful effort inno way relieves our embar- 
rassment. Weare entirely without official advice as 
to the status of the matter new; hence are unable te 
answer intelligently the incessant inquiries as to 
when the medais will propabiy be delivered. 

You are aware that the kxecutive officers of 
thirty-four of the States and Territories of the 
Union compese this organization. Their united 
strength isat yeur disposal to aid in expediting this 
award business. If impediments beyond your 
contro! still interfere with prempt issuance ana de- 
livery of the medals, Kindly advise us te that effect, 
and our Exeeutive Committee will be immediately 
convened in Washington City, and the delegations 
in Congresse representing the States eomposing 
the membership will be appealed to, totake such 
action as will guarantee the immediate issuance and 
delivery of the medals and diplomas. Very ein-

THATCHER'S REPLY. 


Hon. J. X. Gwynn, Rxrecuijve Commissioner, 
St, Louis, Mo.: 

DIR Dis—Your favor of July 141s received. The 
law, as You are aware, places the furnishing of the 
medal and diploma entirely im the hands of the 
Seoretary of the Treasury, and they fee! very sen- 
sitive in that department about our committee cail- 
ing attentien to the factthas they aud mot we are 
responsibie for thesame. Ifeel that the adoption 
ef ag inferior design will bring diseredit upon our 
eountry. Ali the artiste were agreed that the 8. 
Gaudens’ design was by far the most artistic thing 
of the kina ever produced aad asiee from 
being acceptabie to the exhibitors the medal would 
speak to the world of the great artistic advaneement 
made iu America. I ain told that there is still an 
effort making to have the Secretary of the Treasury 
reeonsider hie decision and readopt the st.Gaucdeas 
design. I believe that your association could ac- 
cemplish great work if you were to meet here of- 
fieially and e0-operate with that influence, but l 
feel extremely difidens about making avy sugges- 
tions whatever reiative to the medal. Yours,

Afew days subsequent to the receipt of 
this letter, Mr. Gwynn received an im- 
portunate telegram from Mr. Thatcher to 
come immediately to Washington City. He 
replied that pressure of engagements would 
not permit him to leave home the day the 
message was received, but could provabiy 
come a day or two later. The following day 
another telegram was received, urging him 
to eome to a committee meeting relative to 
the medals in Washington City. 


THE MEDAL MUDDLE.I 
When interviewed by a reporter of the 
Post-DIsPaTCH Mr. Gwynn said: ‘‘A cele- 
brated artist by the name of St. Gaudens was 
paid $10,000 to design the medals to be given 


by the World's Oolumbian Exposition. When 
the design was submitted it was rejected by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who was ex- 
omiciotheeritic to pass upon the matter. 
Nexta committe of the United States senate 
was suroinoned to pass upon the design sub- 
mitted by St. Gaudens, They too rejected it 
upou the grounds of immodesty. st. Gau- 
dens was requested to modify the design, 
which he did after an exasperating delay. 
The modified design was also rejected by the 
Senate Committe, and I confess that I do not 
exactly understand the status of the medal 
muddleto-day. Ishall probably find out on 
my arrival in Washington Oity just what the 
situation is, and I hope, througu the inflence 
of our organigation,jtoaid Mr. Thatcher in 
expediting the matter and place the medals 
and diplomasatan early date inthe hands 
of those entitled to them.

RUINED CROPS. 


Kansas and Nebraska Suffering 
Terribly From the Hot Winds. 


Figures Will Hardly Express the 
Damage Already Wrought.

Corn Must Be Shipped Into Nebraska 
to Keep the Farmers Alive. 


DESERTED TOWNS AND FARM-HOUSES 
MUTE WITNESSES OF THE HAVOC. 


Stalks Hanging Dry and Lifeless—Worth- 
less Acres—Passengers Whe Leek 
Frem Train Wiadows in Horrer—The 
Peisen eus Breath ef the Simeen Frem 
the Sandy Tracts ef Texas— Thousands 
ef Farmers Standing Helpless Beside 
Their Fields. 


DExvarR, Colo., July @.—Passengers ar- 
riving on the trains frém the East report 
widespread destruction of all kinds of creps 
in Kansas and Nebraska on account of the 
hot winds. Supt. Campbell of the Burling- 
ton road says tnat figureswili hardly express 
the damage that has deen wrought within 
the past week. ' 

Two weeks ago it was estimated by ex- 
perts that Nebraska had Contributed 400,000, - 
000 Dushels of corn to the world’s product of 
1894. Mr. Campbell prophesies that it will be 
necessary to ship corn into many counties of 
Nebraska in order for the farmers to live 
until another season. Hundreds of square 
miles of the finest looKing corn hangs dry 
and lifeless over a territory as large asthe 
State of Pennsylvania or New York. 


WORTHLESS ACRES. 

The reports from the linesonthe Union 
Pacific, Burlington, Rock Island, Missouri 
Pacific and Santa Fe are all of the same 
tenor. Passengers from windows look out 
upon vast fields of corn and thousands of 
acresofhay rendered absolutely worthless 
by the poisonous breath of the simoon from 
the sandy deserts of Texas. 

In many places the farmers anticipated 
thecorn destruction that was borne upon 
the air, and several days agothey began to 
cut the corn as nt stooff}reen in the fields. 
Their object was to save the corn for fodder. 
Thousands of farmers stood helpless along- 
side their fields, watching with gloomy fore- 
bodings while the dreaded blast from the 
Southwest got in its deadly work. Their only 
hope is that bounteous rains may start an- 
other grass crop before itis too late in the 
season. 

Travelers also report that the bighways 
leading eastware through Nebraska and 
Kansas are already thronged with disheart- 
ened settlers, who have abandoned their 
homesand are hurrying toward lowa and 
Missouri for relief from almost unbearable 
heat. Asimilar scene has not been wit- 
nessed since 1873, when the hot winds almost 
depopulated Western Kansas. 

DESERTED TOWNS. 

Deserted towns and lonely houses standing 
uut in the naked plains are witnesses of the 
memorable exodus of 1873. The year follow- 
ing came the grasshopper plague, from 
which it required Kansas ten years to re- 
cover. Railroad men look upon the advent 
of hot winds in Kansas and Nebraska this 
yearas vastly more damaging to the rail 
road interest than the recent strike. The 
Strike was of short duration, but the falling 
offinthecrops in the region east ofthe 
mountains will be keenly felt by the railroad 
companies for many months to come, 

IN COLORADO, 

The disaster will be felt in Colorado in 
many ways, ones of which will be the inabilli 
ty of a large region to Duy coal mined in the 
Rocky Mountains. Colorado cattle men have 
been accustomed to ship their cattle to Kan- 
sas and Nebraska to be fattened for the mar- 
ket. With the corn crop more than 50 per 
cent short it will be a serious matter with 
the cattle men to finda fattening ground for 
their stock. Denver has drawn large quan- 
tities of produce of all kinds from the region 
which has been afflicted with the hot winds, 
A new source of supply must be found. 

DANGER OF FIRES. 

Reports at therailway offices also show 
that there is great dangerof res along the 
railway tracks, and the roads will be re- 
quired to take extra precautions to prevent 
extensive prairie fires. The dry grass will 
be a constant source of danger for months to 
come.

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The Senate Master of tha Present 
Tariff Situation. 


It Is Believed the House Conferrees. Will 
Be Forced to Yield. 


CHAIRMAN WILSON IN CONSULTATION 
WITH THE PRESIDENT. 


Numerous Miner Changes May Be Made 
im the Senate Bill, amd Seme Mere 
Important AlNeratiens Are Leeked ter 
im the Weelen and Metal Schedules. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The Democratic 
members of the Conference Committee on 
the tariff bill were prompt in resyming their 
session to-day. All the members were pres- 
ent, except Chairman Voorhees, whose 
absence was on account of fllness. 

Chairman Wilson arrived from West Vir- 
ginia this morning and, within a short time, 
received a message from the Executive 
mansion requesting his presence there. He 
was with the President for some time, until 
it was necessary to goto the Capitol for the 
opening of the second tariff conference. The 
President’s desire to see Mr. Wilson before 
the conference opened. coupled with 
Speaker Crisp called at the White House yes- 
terday, and the President's request of Mr. 
MeMillinto come to the White House last 
night was all accepted in congressional cir- 
cles as evidence that the President was will- 
ing to let Chairman Wilson and Mr. McMillin 
know exactly what his position was before 
the informal conference was resumed. 

When the visit of Mr. Wilsonto the White 
House became known among members, it 
was felt on all hands that a settled policy on 
the part of the Administration had been 
agreed on, and there was intense eagerness 
to learn which course it would take. It was 
the almost unanimous expression of mem- 
bers that but two courses were open in view 
ot the attitude of the Senate and the tie vote 
yesterday, viz: To accept practically the 
Senate bill or to leave the McKinley law 
stand,and the expressions were quite general 
thatas between the Senate bill with such 
modifications as could be obtaired and the 
McKinley law, the President and Mr. Wilson 
would reiuctantiy accept the former and 
thus end the legisiative panic and avert the 
probable faiiure of all tariff legisiation. 

A member Whose rélations witli the Presi- 
dent are very close said that while he could 
not speak with authority, he bad no doubt 
that an agreement by the conference, even 
though it de an acceptance of the Senate bill. 
with some modifications, would be 
acquiesced in by the President as the best 
thing obtainable. 

The President’s letter to Mr. Wilson, said 
this member, had pointed out clearly what 
the choice of the President had Deen, but it 
did not go to the extent of com. 
mitting the President irrevocably against 
the Senate Dbiliif it was everything oDtain- 
able from a conference. The indications are 
that there will be numerous changes in the 
most important schedules of the bill. These 
were agreed upon tentatively inthe former 
conference, and itis considered improbable 
that the basis of agreement then arrived at 
will be changed materially during the pres- 
ent conference. It is delle ved that 
there will be no material changes in 
the metal schedule. When the former 
conference broke up the House members were 
disposed to hold out stimy for considerable 
concessions cutlery and steel rails. The 
prospects now are that the rates on rails will 
be lowered somewhat, but that the cutlery 
rate will not be changed. The Senate con- 
ferees will probably accept the House rate of 
lcent per pound on wrapper tobacco, re- 
taining the senate phraseology. There 
will also be some changes in the 
woolen schedule, the most important 
of which probably will doe in the 
paragraph relating to cloth for men's wear. 
The senate bill provides a duty of 40 per cent 
on articles of this class of less than 50 cents 
per pound value and of 50 percent on arti- 
cles of greater value. The indications are 
thatthe rate will be made45 per cent. A 
similar change will probably be made on 
woolen articles not especially provided for, 
but it is nut believed that the rearran¢e- 
ment will extend to women’s and children’s 
goods, The House rate on rovings and tops, 
25 per cent willl be accepted. 

Cotton cloth and cotton yarns will proba- 
bly be reduced tothe extent of about 5 per 
cent, as will laces and embroideries ,on which 
the rate will probabiy be made 45 instead of 
50 per cent. 

Ine House rates on china and earthenware, 
which are slightly higher than those of the 
Senate bill, will be accepted. 

The Senate probably will recede from its 
increase of the tobacco tax, and it is said to 
be probable that there willbe a compromise 
on the bonded period extension, the tax 
being fixed at zi and the bonded period at 
Ave years.

In addition to the huge Matthieson & Co.“ 
steamer Kowshung, which was sunk Dy a 
Japanese cruiser,as it was being used to 
transport Chinese troops, all on board being 
crowned, the Chinese Trading Co.’s steamer 
Toonoan, which wasalso being used as a 
transport, has been sunk by thefire of a 
Japanese warship. 

WAR INAUGURATED. 

The Hong Kong and Shanghai agency here 
is unable to obtain official confirmation of 
the report that war has been proclaimed, 
but the agency states that war is everywhere 
believed to have been inaugurated. 

The Chinese Government, through Messrs. 
Jardine and Matthieson, is making Inquiries 
in London as to the pricethe market would 
give fora Chinese loan of several million 
poundas sterling. 

KOT IN KEED OF MOKEY. 

The Hong Kong and China Bank applied di- 
recttothe Chinese Government at Peking, 
offering to take the loan, but was informed 
that the Government was not in need of 
money.

YOKOHRAMA, Japan, July 28.—The Japanese 
Government has issued the following official 
statement of the recent engagement det ween 
the fleets of Japan and China:

compelled to engage the Chinese 
fleet off Fontao, or Round Island.

HID HER LOVE. 


Ella Winbegler’s Relatives Ignorant of 
Her Infatuation For Rice. 


Miss Ella Winbegier, the Alton girl who 
committed suicide yesterday by jumping into 
the river from the steamer Spread Eagle, her 
deed being caused by unrequited love for 
Herbert C. Rice, a telegraph operator of East 
St. Louis, seems not to have given her rela- 
tives au intimation that she was contem- 
plating such a rash act. Her uncle, Mr. 
Frank Wood, who keeps a restaurant on Belli 
street, in Alton, not far from the railroad 
depot, was seen to-day by a Posr-Dispatcu 
representative and said: 

Ella had been a little quieter than usual 
for a week or two past, but had not been 
low-spirited and had certainly given us no 
Cause to think that she contemplated sul- 
cide. Theonly expression that shows now 
that she may have been thinking of it was 
one made about two weeks ago when she 
and my wife, her Aunt Nell, took a trip to St. 
Louis together on the Spread Eagle. On that 
occasion, standing on the deck of the boat, 
shesaid laughingly to my wife: ‘Aunt Nell, 
if-you’sl jump in the river nowlwill. My 
wife answered her in some joking way and 
thought nothing more about it. The girl had 


lived with us nearly all her life and had 
always been a quiet, good girl. We 
aid not know that she was in love with 
young Rice, although he had paid her some 
attention when he lived in Alton, and my 
wifeand I had said that we wished Ella 
would fall in ilove with him, as we thought he 
would make her a good husband. But she 
never gave any indication of caring particu- 
larly for him and after he left here we cer- 
tainly did not have cause to think that she 
was grieving on bis account. From the tone 
of her letters written on the boat, however, I 
imagine sue must have been writing to him 
since he left. 

Her determination to commit suicide in 
the way she did seems to have been sud- 
denly arrived at, and yet she made careful 
preparation for it in one way. She was 
Gown here in the restaurant at 6 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, sweeping up. She had 
just swept half the floor when, leaving the 
Girt just asit was and leaning her broom 
against the counter, she went out, saying to 
my little son, ‘Be sure to call your father at 7 
o’clock.’ Then she took my pen and ink 
from the desk, gut some writing paper ana 
went away. his was evidently in prepara- 
tion for the letters she wrote on the 
boat. She must have gone directly to the 
Spread Kagle, which leit here at 7 o'clock. 
Wetnought nothingof her departure until 
the morbing passed away and she did not 
return. Then we received newsof her sul- 
cide. Her bat, which she left in the cabin of 
the boat, was brought back to us. The 
suicide was a great shock to us, because, as 
leaid, we had no reason to believe that she 
was unhappy or worrying about anything.

Chief of Police Walsh immediately sent 
a detective out to find Ves Jen- 
nings. The officer located him 
attbe National Hotel at the Stock Yards 
in East St. Louis. Jennings, who 
is a cook at that hosteiry, quickly 
proved that he had been there since May 12, 
1694, and that he had not missed a meal since 
he first went there. 

Chief of Police Walsh wired Chief Dietsch

CITY DANGERS. 


The principal basis of Macaulay’s evil 
prophecy concerning America was the 
prospective growth of great cities and 
manufacturing centers where vast throngs 
of illiterate classes, dependent upon daily 
wages for food, and criminal elements, all 
invested with political power, would con- 
centrate. 

Jefferson frequently expressed his fear 
of the effect of the aggregation of people 
In cities on our free population. He fore- 
saw that the concentration of great 
masses of men, necessarily the most 
ignorant elements of the people, and whom 
the pressure of want might atany time 
render desperate and inimical to peace and 
security, would produce a dangerous con- 
dition. 

The results of the slum investigation of 
Labor Commissioner Wright under the 
direction of Congress emphasize the 
proof of experience that Macaulay and 
Jefferson were right as to the chief source 
of danger to the Republic. Cities have 
grown in this country with amazing ra- 
pidity under conditions which in- 
evitably aggravate the necessary 
evil result of concentration. Greed 
has been given free rein and the 
enormous wealth accumulated in the 
hands of afew persons has served as bait to 
attract to the cities thousands, a large 
percentage of whom have been forced into 
poverty-stricken dependency and despera- 
tion. 

New York has a slum population of 360, - 
000 and Chieago’s slums contain 162,000. 
The foreign born element constitutes 
42.28 per cent of New York’s total popula- 
tion and 62.58 percent of the slums. In 
Chicago the foreign born population is 
40.98 per cent of the whole and 57.51 per 
cent of the slums. The percentage of 
illiteracy is enormous. 

Not only have we found the slum ele- 
ment in the cities a source of corruption in 
municipal government, but a direct men- 
ace to peace and the stability of free re- 
publican institutions. Their political 
action has done much to weaken faith in 
Democracy, and their occasional out- 
breaks and anarchic tendencies have cre- 
ated a demand for and inaugurated a move- 
ment towards repressive laws and strong 
government which threaten liberty. 

The country has a saving element in and 
outside of the cities, but that saving ele- 
ment must adopt corrective measures if it 
would avoid dealing with revolutionary 
elements. Common prudence urges in- 
telligent and patriotic Americans to deal 
with the elements and conditions which 
endanger their institutions when they can 
be dealt with in a legitimate and dispas- 
sionate manner. 
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CARRIAGES WITHOUT HORSES. 


Good souls who have looked forward to 
the emancipation of the horse and the 
mule read with pleasure of the experi- 
mente with horseless vehicles in France 
Twenty-one of these vehicles took part in 
a recent race from Paris to Rouen—a die- 
tance of about ninety miles.

To the Editor of the Pest- Dispatch: 

Wo ought to have 1,000 patrolmen instead 
of 650,’’ said Chief of Police Lawrence Har- 
rigan in a recent interview, and I believe 
every resident of the suburban portion of 
our great city will say he is right. 

When Judge of the Police Court I frequently 
heard the expression that almost every 
citigen has heard, er made use of, particu- 
larly the residents of the suburbs, I. e., Lou 
can never find a policeman when you want 
one. The failure to find a policeman at all 
times when required, is, in three cases out 
of five, not because the officer is not attend- 
ing to his duty, but Decause the great terri- 
tory he is aseianed. to patrol makes it a 
physical impossibility for nim to render that 
service to the public that necessity requires 
should be given. 

St. Louls has fewer patrolmen considering 
the territory it covers than any city in the 
United States. Chieago, with Its 2,800 
policeman, is no freer from crime than our 
city, it is trae—which is evidence of the good 
work Gone by our Police Department, but the 
great increase in the namber of out- 
rages committed in the 2 makes the 
fact very apparent that our Chief should be 
given more men.

A Geological Freak.

A geological curiosity has been found in 
the bed ot a creek at Telangatuc.

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THE TRUST TO BE DEPRIVED OF A 
LARGE AMOUNT OF PROTECTION. 


Opinion of Congressman Warner, a High 
Suger Expert— 4 Fair Valuation— 
Similar Sugars From Foreign Lands 
Subiect to Larger Deductions — A 
Thousand and One Details. 


Wasuivoton, D. O., July 28.—Since the 
proposition was brought forward and prac- 
tically agreed to by the Senate conferees on 
Thursday to make a concession to the House 
onthe sugar schedule by striking out the 
Ye cent per pound differential duty and in- 
creasing the ad valorem duty from 40 to 45 
per cent flat on all sugars, there has been 
much discussion of the proposed amend- 
ment. It has been stated in some quarters 
that the change would not only fall to reduce 
the protection, but would actually increase 
it, both In the factor of tariff protection and 
by reason of possible undervaluation of im- 
ported raw sugars. 

LESS TRUST PROTECTION. 

The best authorities here, however, agree 
that the proposed change will deprive the 
trust of a very considerable amount of pro- 
tection which it would receive under the 
Senate bill and the figures which are ad- 
Guced in support of this statement seem to 
verify it beyond controversy. 

Congreseman John Dewitt Warner is prob- 
ably the best authority in Washington on the 
subject of the sugar trade and the general 
technique of the refining business. He esti- 
mates thatthe protection which the trust 
would receive, under the schedule giving 
them 40 per cent,and one-eighth differential, 


would amount to 88% cents per 100 pounds of 
refined sugar, while a G percent advalorem 
rate would givethem incidental protection 
of only 29 cents per 100 pounds. 


A FAIR VALUATION, 
Anyone. sgid Mr. Warner, ‘‘who is 
familiar with Custom-house vaiuation, for- 
(transportation, handling, broker- 
will 


admit that $2.75isa fair Oustom-bouse val- 
uation for 96-deg. Cuban centrifugals sum 
client to make 100 pounds of refined. Similar 
sugars imported from Jay, e Philippines, 
Hawatli, etc., though of ® same value at 
New York, weuld be subject to larger deduc- 
tops and appreised by the Custom-house 
authorities at a mach lower rate, so the esti- 
mate of $2.75 is a liberal one. While that of 
$3.40 as the price of Dutch and British gran- 
ulated is a fairaverage of recent quotations 
of refined sugars. An ad valorem duty will 
protect the trust by the amount of that 
duty on the difference between the 
cost of raw suger and refined. 
In this case, estimating the aif- 
ference in price per hundred pounds 
at 686 cents, at 40 per cent ad valorem the 
protection would amount to 26 cents per 100 
pounds. The differential of % would add 12% 
cents per 100 pounds, making a total protec- 
tion under the present Senate bill ef 88% 
cents per 100 pounds. 

**Under the fat ad valorem rate of 45 per 
cent there would be an increase in protec- 
tion over the 40 per cent rate amounting to 5 
percentonthe difference between the cost 
ofrawand refined which would make the 
incidental protection under the 45 per cent 
schedule just of that afforded by a # per 
cent schedule, or about 29 cents per 100 
pounds, which is % cents less than the Sen- 
ate bill provides. 

Ot course, it must be remembered that a 
thousand and one detalls control the quota 
tions, which can be procured in various 
quarters to show lower or higher prices for 
ra wand refined sugars, but the figures I have 
given are about the average, and will be ad- 
mitted to ve fair by all O@xperienced judges.’’.
